The girls, two teen-agers and 
an ll year old, now are being 
treated at Community Hospital 
where the younger victim and 
one of the older girls were 
listed as serious and the other 
in good condition. 
Marion and Hancock County 


sheriff’s deputies investigating 
the attacks said the 11-year-old 
girl also was raped. She had 
her throat cut and also suffered 
ll to 15 stab wounds 
Police said the two older girls 
apparently were not sexually 
assaulted, but had their throat 
cuts. Officers said they appar­ 
ently survived other injuries by 
“playing dead.” It was the 
older girls, authorities said, 
who managed to crawl through 
a cornfield near Cumberland in 
Hancock County and stop a 
motorist along U.S. 40 who 
helped them call police. 
The girls told authorities they 


were hitch-hiking along U.S. 40 
late Tuesday on the way to 
“The Barn.” a teen-age han­ 
gout. They said the middle-age 
man, described as in his 40s, 
about 6 feet tall with redish- 
brown hair with streaks of 
grey, pulled a small handgun 
when they tried to get out of 
the car at their destination. 
That was about a mile from 
where they were picked up. 
Police said the girls told 
them the man drove them to 
the isolated area in Hancock 
County where he tied each of 
them and then attacked the 
younger girl.

Bloomington, 
Ind.—Indiana 
has added 136,000 citizens since 
the 1970 census and now has an 
estimated 5,330,000 population, 
an Indiana University research 
economist said today. 
Morton J. Marcus, a member 
of the Division of Research of 
the I U. School of Business, said 
honors for population growth go 
to Ham ilton County, which 
added 
10,600 persons 
to 
its 
numbers; approximately 8,500 
of this increase a result of net in- 
migration With a growth rate of 
19 4 per cent for the period. 
Hamilton 
County 
edged 
out 
W arrick-419.0) as the fastest 
growing county in the state. 
Marcus, writing in the current 
Indiana 
Business 
Review, 
a 
publication of the School of 
B usiness, 
said 
population 
growth is not a sign of virtue, a 
measure of the quality of life, or 
an 
indicator 
of 
economic 
vitality. 
“ It does suggest a possible 
stimulus to retail trade, to the 
demand for housing, and to the 
demand for certain government 
services,” he said. “Population 
decline does not 
necessarily 
signify 
a 
movement 
toward 
either ecological 
balance or 
economic decay.” 
To those counties that lost 
populations, 
he 
cautioneu 
against campaigns to 'get our 
county moving” and “ bring in 
jobs to keep our youths.” 
“ Out-migration may be a sign 
of labor market adjusting to 
changing opportunities and a 
population shifting to suburban 
locations. 
Until a more com plete picture 
can be drawn, ethical, social 


and 
econom ic 
judg m ents 
should be restrained ” 
Marcus said only ll counties 
were estimated to have lost 
population between 
1970 and 
1974, the cutoff date for the 
study. These included four 
counties with 
major cities— 
M arion 
(Indianapolis), 
St. 
Joseph (South Bend), V an­ 
d erb urg h (E vansville), and 
Vigo 
(T erre 
H aute).

derburgh. which had a decline 
of 4,500 in population. Tipton 
County had the highest rate of 
population decline, at 3.8 per 
cent, losing approximately 600 
persons on a 1970 base of 16,650.

“ South of Interstate 70 and east 
of Indiana Highway 37, every 
county except Decatur grew at a 
pace equal to or greater than the 
state average for the four-year 
period.”

Indiana 
during the past four years, said 
Marcus. Seven of the ll counties 
which experienced declines in 
population are in the western 
part of the state, from Benton on 
the north to Vanderburgh on the 
south. The oilier four declining 
counties are in the central part 
of the state, in an irregular line- 
from St Joseph County through 
Wabash and Tipton Counties, 
down to Marion County.

Popular In Bicentennial

N EW YO RK (U P I) - It s a 
grand old flag and a high-flying 
flag business because of the 
bicentennial. 
“ Beyond expectations,” said 
one of the nation’s largest flag 
manufacturers of the boom. 
“ We’re almost overwhelmed,” 
said

the 
industry. 
This optimistic outlook repre­ 
sents a patriotic fervor that 
hasn’t even reached its high. 
Makers expect the peak in 1976 
when

seven red and six white stripes,

It probably is the first Stars 
and Stripes flown in battle by 
land forces, carried 
by the

“ Drake” in 1778 and when he

The original is preserved in

Public Favors 
More Plants 


NEW YORK, - Almost two- 
thirds of the American people 
favor “ the building of more 
nuclear power plants in the 
United States,” according to a 
survey conducted by Louis 
Harris & Associates, Inc., made 
public today. The finding were: 
63 per cent in favor; 19 percent 
opposed; 18 percent not sure. 
The study also determined 
that the public endorses nuclear 
power plants 
more 
strongly 
than its political, business, and 
environmentalist 
leaders and 
the regulators of public utilities 
believe they do. 
Thus, although 63 percent of 
the public favors more nuclear 
power plants, only 42 per cent of 
political leaders thinks the 
public does so. And only 36 
percent of business leaders, 45 
percent of regulators, and 38 
percent of environmentalist 
leaders believe the public wants 
more nuclear plants. 
Ebasco 
Services 
Incor­ 
porated a major engineering, 
construction, and consulting 
firm with headquarters in New 
York City, commissioned the 
study, 
and 
announced 
the 
results at a press conference. 
According 
to 
the 
study 
respondents gave these reasons 
for 
their 
endorsement 
of 
nuclear power: It will help solve 
the engergy crisis and will 
conserve scare fossil fuels. 
It is less expensive. 
It is the source of energy of 
the future. 
It is clean and non-polluing. 
It will make the U.S. in­ 
dependent of foreign energy 
suppliers. 
There is an unlimited supply. 
Persons who live in the neigh­ 
borhood of operating nuclear 
generators favor that form of 
energy about as much as the 
public at large. Seventy-five per 
cent of residents of San Onofre, 
Calif., 58 per cent of those in 
Morris, 111., and 56 per cent of 
those in Indian Point, N Y., 
favor the construction of more 
nuclear plants. 
Whatever their economic 
status, level of education, and 
racial background, at least a 
m ajority supports 
building 
more nuclear installation: 71 
percent of the more affluent, 52 
percent of the least affluent, 68 
per cent of the best educated, 57 
per cent of the least educated, 65 
per cent of whites, and 55 per 
cent of blacks all favor more 
nuclear plants. So do 92 per cent 
of business leaders. 75 per cent

In addition, 
interviews were conducted with 
301 people living near three 
nuclear power plants that are 
now’ in operation. Finally, 210 
elected and appointed political
